Pardoe  Writes 
On  Life  Of 
Utah  Pioneer 

A new  book,  “Lorin  Farr,  Pio- 
neer,” by  Dr.  T.  Earl  Pardoe 
of  the  Speech  Department  is  now 
off  the  press  and  for  sale. 

The  380  page  volume  is  the 
story  of  the  pioneer  statesman 
of  the  West. 

Lorin  Farr  was  a body  guard 
of,  Joseph  Smith  and  was  com- 
missioned by  Brigham  Young  to 
colonize  northern  Utah.  He  was 
a brilliant  leader  in  both  church 
and  civic  affairs.  He  also  served 
as  a member  of  several  legis- 
lative bodies  and  was  mayor  of 
Ogden  for  22  years. 

Dr.  Pardoe,  grandson  of  Lor- 
in Farr,  was  urged  to  write  this 
book  by  the  late  church  pres- 
ident, George  Albert  Smith,  to 
whom  the  book  is  dedicated. 

Although  Dr.  Pardoe  has  de- 
voted most  of  his  life  to  drama 
and  speech,  he  has  written  num- 
erous books  and  texts.  He  is  a 
native  of  Ogden  and  graduated 
from  the  Ogden  High  school, 
after  which  he  studied  the  clas- 
sics at  the  Leland  Powers  School, 
Boston. 

Dr.  Pardoe  organized  the 
Speech  Department  in  1919  and 
served  as  its  chairman  until  re- 
tiring recently.

7.  Alternate  the  above 
sauce  with  the  rice  and  tuna 
in  a casserole  dish,  cover 
with  bread  crumbs  and  dot 
with  butter. 

8.  Bake  in  400  degree  oven 
until  the  crumbs  brown. 

For 
good  impressions,  you  can  gar- 
nish your  masterpiece  with  to- 
mato wedges  and  parsley  sprigs. 

To  complete  your  meal,  try  the 
ready-to-bake  biscuits  in  long 
cardboard  cylinders  found  in  the 
coolers  of  most  of  the  local 
stores.
